Mrs. Beatrice Potter Webb, who has done so much work

VALUE OF STEEL TRACK ROADS, 


The idea of stecl tracks for country roads is not new, but 
it Was never sv strikingly shown us in Sunday's Post-Dis- 
patch, Which contained a picture, reproduced from a photo- 
graph, of one horse drawing a load of eleven tong on such a 
road, with as much ¢ase us 16 horses could have accomplished 
the task on an unprotected road. 

The wide, Nat steel rails, or plates, used in constructing a 
road of this character can be laid for $1500 per mile. Properly 
laid, such a road would be almost indestructible. The weather 
would not affect it. The country lanes might be seas of mud. 
but the steel track roads would offer the means of eg. tisfac- 
tory hauling and locomotion at all times.
